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HYOSCINE HYDROBROMATE AS A HYPNOTIC.

The administration of hydrobromate of hyoscine and its action as 
a hypnotic, has been suggested to me as a subject that would be of 
interest and might show where its use is indicated in the sleeplessness 
and delirium of some acute diseases. 

Hyoscyamus was always a favorite anodyne with me when in gen- 
eral practice. There are always certain people on whom the effect of 
opium, chloral, alcohol, etc., seems to increase the nervous, irritable 
or sleepless conditions from which they suffer, and in such persons a 
full dose of fluid extract of hyoscyamus generally proved a successful 
remedy. Hyoscine being freely soluble makes an easy drug to use 
hypodermically, which is almost a necessity in prescribing for a ma- 
niacal or delirious person. Morphine is just as easily administered 
hypodermically, but among asylum patients, when used merely as a 


hypnotic, unless given in larger doses than is pleasant, on account of 
the functional disturbances which it causes, seems to stimulate instead 
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of produceing rest. Chloral is a good hypnotic, but not easy of admin- 
istration in many cases. Sulfonal has the same objection among pa- 
tients who will not swallow what you give them. I might go through 
the pharmaceutical list and show that hyoscine is the easiest to ad- 
minister and the surest to produce the effect sought, which is gener- 
ally to get ‘your patient to sleep. Hyoscine will produce sleep and 
will do it without very unpleasant sequences. Small doses seem to 
excite cerebral action, making a person more active and talkative. It 
causes dryness of the mouth and throat, and the pupils dilate to the 
same extent as in the use of atropia. It is only in large doses that it 
is hypnotic. In such doses the pulse-rate increases very fast, running 
up thirty, forty or fifty beats in from five to ten minutes. The patient 
may be more disturbed for a short time; occasionally violently so. 
The speech begins to thicken, the limbs become temporarily paralyzed, 
and in from ten to twenty minutes the patient drops into a profound 
sleep, which lasts from four to eight. hours, and a sleep so profound 
as to make a family uneasy, and might worry a physician if experience 
had not shown that he would awake from it, probably inproved and 
with only the trouble of vision caused by the dilatation, and a feeling 
of lassitude to complain of. It does not constipate the bowels, and, if 
anything, increases the flow of urine. I have known of only one per- 
son who was nauseated by its use, but she would vomit after the ad- 
ministration of any anodyne. It does not seem to disturb the appe- 
tite, and there seems no disposition to form a habit. Most of the 
maniacal and sleepless patients improve in a few days so they sleep 
without an anodyne, and when it is dropped do not seem to miiss it. 
It was given to two noisy and destructive patients each night for 
three months. They then began to improve, and its use was discon- 
tinued. One has been helping in the kitchen, and the other went 
home recovered, a year ago. It could be used frequently where opi- 
um and chloral are, without the danger of forming a habit. The ta- 
blet is convenient to carry, and can be used by the mouth or hypo- 
dermically, as you wish. I began using ;}5 grain sulphate of hyos- 
cyamia tablets, and increased one at a time up to five, going from 35 
to sly grain, and finding each increase a safe prescription and an in- 
crease in the value of the remedy. I now use hydrobromate of hyos- 
cine, and make a solution, nine minims of which contain Jy grain, 
and that is the dose I generally use, except with a violent patient 
who requires more to quiet a maniacal candition. It may be given 
in »; grain doses. I have given ;'; grain, and repeated it in two 
hours. It is a safe remedy to use. My use of it has been, of course, 
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mostly to produce sleep in violent, destructive, or noisy patients, and 
those who do not sleep because of the imaginary troubles of melan- 
cholia. I have used it in three cases of chronic alcoholism where the 
patients had the hallucinations of sight, the great fear of harm coming 
to them, the sleeplessness, etc., that such persons suffer from. In two 
cases the patient slept and commenced to improve from the first. 
The other passed a quiet night from 4 grain and slept each night 
after. I had to give it only three or four nights, the patient becoming 
quiet, sleeping, eating and getting well in a few weeks so as to go 
home. One case of mania, recently admitted, badly reduced by hard 
work and worry, was very maniacal. Her husband was sick, her child 
had died, and she became insane while caring for them and trying to 
earn their support at the same time. She had been struggling with 
three men all night and all day. On admission her temperature was 
ro1, pulse irregular, skipping every fourth beat, slight dullness in the 
upper part of the lungs, some expectoration of mucus streaked with 
blood, fetid breath, and teeth covered with sordes. She had a hot 
bath, » grain hyoscine, and was held in bed by three attendants until 
she was asleep. Her pulse ran up some thirty beats, and ceased to 
intermit. This was at 3 p. m.; at 9:30 p. m. she was awake and very 
violent. The temperature was 101%. She was given another 5), gr. 
of hyoscine, and held in bed until she was asleep, and she had a quiet 
night. She did not eat anything but milk for several days, had hyos- 
cine at night for four or five nights, and has slept well without it since. 
She eats some, but as she has the delusion of poison in her food, not 
heartily, does not cough any more; neither does her pulse intermit, 
and she is doing some hall work each day. 

It acted very pleasantly on a patient suffering from cystitis. She 
was sick and vomiting, and I gave her morphia as she was suffering 
considerable pain. The next day, she said she was not passing any 
urine. I used the catheter and changed to hyoscine, thinking the 
morphia had caused the retention, but had to use the catheter the 
same, and after a day or two, found considerable quantities of mucus 
in the urine. Warm water was used to wash out the bladder, and hy- 
oscine to allay the pain, giving a good night’s sleep each night, and 
she recovered in a few days. 

It is used in-doses of from ;35 to »y grain in the nervous troubles 
where the bromides are used with good results. Patients suffering 
from melancholia sleep well when given 3 grain by the mouth. Itis 
an excellent remedy to quiet the excitement followig a series of con- 
vulsions in epileptic insanity, and will shorten the duration of an attack 
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of recurrent mania because of the sleep secured. It will produce sleep 
when given hypodermically quicker than morphine, and is one of the 
best drugs used at asylums as ahypnotic. Acute diseases are not fre- 
quent in asylums, but from daily use for four years always getting 
sleep and never any unpleasant symptoms following, I should not hes- 
itate to use the drug where sleep was needed, always remembering to 
give enough to put the patient to sleep.— Buffalo Med. Jour. 





COLON-FLUSHING IN TYPHOID FEVER.

If, in a considerable number of cases of typhoid fever, who all suf- 
fer from the same fundamental lesions, present nearly, if not quite, a 
typical temperature-curve, and altogether run about the same course, 
and, including environments, receive the same treatment, one observes 
an amelioration of symptoms that can be safely credited to the par- 
ticular course of treatment instituted and kept up all through the 
time of high-temperature manifestations, and, in a modified degree, 
during the period of convalescence, it will, I hope, serve the purpose 
for which this paper was written, viz., to call attention to the mode of 
treatment, to present the history of one of the cases. 

On July rgth I was asked to prescribe for Mr. W——, aged about 
fifty, by his wife, she describing a case of simple intermittent mala- 
rial fever. I sent him a prescription composed chiefly of quinine, and 
heard nothing more of the patient until the evening of July 22d, a 
little more than three days having elapsed, when word was sent for 
me to call and see the patient. I saw him at 8:30 p. m., and found a 
temperature of 105° F., tongue red at tip and edges, centre dry and 
shining, some gurgling in the iliac fossz, slight tympanites, and some 
half-dozen thin and rather offensive bowel-discharges during the day 
just passed; a general tired feeling, some headache, and such other 
symptoms as go to make up the typical typhoid condition. In addi- 
tion to this there was acute mental worry, owing to unpleasant busi- 
ness complications. After prescribing and leaving general directions 
for the night, I left the house in no very pleasant frame of mind. 
Very acute, almost stinging mental worry, and a typhoid fever under 
headway for five days, with the subject working at his desk and on 
his feet all of this time, was, to say the least, a very disagreeable fore- 
shadowing. I called again next morning, at nine o’clock, when the 


temperature was 103.5° F., tympanites much increased, some delirium, 
and very offensive bowel-discharges. This day was passed with ex- 
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treme restlessness, and at my evening visit the temperature had gone_ 
up to ros.8° F., small, thready pulse, very rapid, bowels greatly dis 
tended with gas, and so much delirium that it was necessary for some 
one to remain at his bedside constantly. Just what to do next was a 
problem that presented itself for immediate solution. 

I concluded to wash out the colon with a large enough quantity of 
water to thoroughly cleanse it, and to this end procured a fountain-syr 
inge of two-quart capacity; filling the reservoir with water directly 
from the hydrant, to which I added two ounces of listerine, I procee- 
ded to fill the colon. 

After waiting a few minutes, the patient was assisted on the com- 
mode; the entire contents of the colon were easily passed, thus reliev- 
ing the ilio-colic valve, and permitting the accumulated gas in the 
small intestines to pass away as well. The odor accompanying this 
discharge was simply vile. The patient was now returned to the bed, 
and I passed my hand over the abdomen to note the condition. I 
found it flat and soft, all of the distension gone. Within the succeed- 
ing forty minutes his temperature had dropped to 101.4° F., the skin 
became moist, and before I left the house he had fallen into a quiet, 
peaceful sleep, which lasted, with one or two slight interruptions, the 
whole night. At this point I dropped all drug medication, save a one 
grain dose of quinine, three times a day, and substituted colon-flush- 
ing. Every time the temperature approached 103° F., the colon was 
thoroughly flushed, which was from one to three times every twenty- 
four hours. From July 26th to August 8th there was seemingly grad- 
ual but steady approach to the health-level. I say seemingly, for on 
the morning of August 9th at four o’clock, I was hastily summoned 
to the patient. The messenger stated that for an hour previous there 
seemed to be a great change for the worse. On arriving at the bed- 
side I found the bowels rather distended, the breathing labored and 
slow—abdominal. My patient was ina state of shock nearly pro- 
found, resulting from, as I believed, intestinal hemorrhage. Until 3 
a.m. everything had been quiet and favorable. Twice during the 
night he had taken nourishment with evident relish, but suddenly at 
this hour the whole scene changed, and they thought the patient dy- 
ing. I immediately washed out the colon with hot water, first, for its 
stimulating effect, and, second, to relieve the bowels, as no blood had 
been discharged. Very soon the water, very bloody, came away, and 
soon I had the satisfaction of seeing the patient rally, and in less than 
two hours he seemed as well as he had been at any time the preced- 
ing day. From now on he convalesced rapidly. The colon-flushing 
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was continued unremittingly, from one to three times every twenty- 
four hours, until the period of convalescence had ended, which was, 
to me, a surprisingly short one. I saw the patient last on the morn- 
ing of August 2oth, when he was moving about the room, and was 
gathering strength rapidly. 

On July 2oth I began to use the same method of treatment on a 
series of five other cases of typhoid fever, giving no drug save one or 
two-grain doses of salicylate of quinine three times a day. They have 
all progressed very favorably, and at this time (August 27th) I have 
so treated a total of thirteen cases. I wish to add here that at no 
time did I neglect to have a cold sponge-bath given at least once every 
twenty-four hours. The diet was chiefly milk. 

In summing up, I find the situation about as follows: 

1. That from one to three quarts of cold water can be easily and 
safely passed into the colon, which will rapidly lower a high tempera- 
ture. 

2. That I believe, in some of the cases, the water passed the ilio- 
colic valve, entering the small gut. 

3. That tympanitic distention will always disappear with passing 
away of the water so injected. 

4. That putrefactive fermentation of the bowel contents is preven- 
ted by such use of water. 

5. That toxic substances are more rapidly absorbed by the caecum 
than by any other portion of the intestinal canal, and that, by a judi- 
cious and careful washing with antiseptic water, we can prevent the 
absorption of such toxic substances, and prevent and modify general 
systemic poisoning.—/V. Y. Med. Record. 





ON THE USE OF MERCURIC BICHLORIDEIN A 
CERTAIN CLASS OF CASES.

A class of children, evidently anemic and suffering from some fault 
of nutrition, but in whose cases iron in the various forms does but 
little good, often come under our observation. ‘These little patients 
are flabby-faced, fairly plump, usually light-eyed, with fair hair and 
skins; they are thick-liped, one or two of the cervical glands may be 
enlarged and their incisor teeth are defective, as a rule showing “tidal 
marks.” ‘They are pale and languid, but often mentally bright. In 
our eye and ear clinics they present themselves with running noses, 
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phlyctenular keratitis or conjunctivitis, blepharitis marginalis or otor- 
rhoea. In a word they belong to that class usually designated by the 
somewhat vague term “scrofulous.” But in many individuals the ear- 
marks of the so-called diathesis are wanting, and a careless or routine 
diagnostician would fail to classify them. All that we can observe is 
that while these children are not thin or puny they are pale and pat- 
ently out of health. Occasionally we are first led to observe the child 
more closely by the failure of a long-continued course of the ferrugi- 
nous tonics to do good. In the frankly scrofulous cases we pre- 
scribe the syrup of the iodide of iron, cod-liver oil, the hypophos- 
phites, etc., but for my part I must confess with most disappointing 
results. I have not time to discuss the much mooted point whether 
scrofula is the direct descendant of syphilis or not. At any rate it is 
sure that these patients form a separate group from those whom we 
point out unhesitatingly as the victims of secondary—inherited—sy- 
philis, little people with swollen tibia, intestinal keratitis and Hutchin- 
son’s teeth. 

Of late years, acting upon a hint dropped by a practitioner of large 
experience, I have treated all these patients, whether the signs of scro- 
fula were well marked or scarcely discernible, with small doses of bi- 
chloride of mercury, occasionally combined with equally small quan- 
tities of potassium iodide; and with far better results, I believe, than 
I ever derived from the syrup of the iodide of iron, cod-liver oil and 
all that genus. By small doses of the bichloride I mean doses of 
from gr. 45 to gr. 3, and of the iodide of from gr. j to gr. ij, repeated 
twice or thrice a day; and under this regimen we see these children 
rapidly gain color, flesh and vivacity. How is this brought about? 


If we look over the works of, let us say, such excellent therapeu- 
tists as Lauder Brunton (Pharmacology, etc.), Bartholow (Therapeu- 
tics), Ringer (Handbook of Therapeutics) and Wood (Therapeutics, 
etc.) we find that our knowledge of the physiological action of mercu- 
ry and the iodide of potash is less definite and thorough than we could 
wish. This much at least seems fairly well determined, by both the 
therapeutists and clinicians, that mercury and the iodides increase 
waste, tissue metamorphoses; and especially possess the power of 
breaking down and thereby aiding in the carrying off of newly-formed 
lymphatic syphilitic deposits, etc. That is to say, these drugs hasent 
the death and breaking down into those simpler compounds necessary 
to insure easy and rapid elimination of all organic elements, but es- 
pecially, of course, of the rapidly made qnd therefore improperly or- 
ganized and weak products of disease. This is confirmed, as I said, 
by the emaciation which follows the long-continued use of the drugs, 
by the fact that iodine is set free at certain points of elimination (e. 
&.. eyes, nose and mouth); that mercury in large doses diminishes 
the number of the red blood corpuscles, and that the albuminate of 
mercury added to blood outside of the body destroys these corpuscles. 
Indeed this therapeutic action is what we should expect from such 
elements as mercury and iodine, and their compounds with chlorine 
and potassium. Contrary to what we should expect, however, it is 
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found that the mercury and iodine but slightly increase the elimina- 
tion of urea; a fact of which Bartholow probably offers the correct 
explanation when he says: “The products of the increased waste of 
the tissues caused by mercury are also largely eliminated by the intes- 
tinal glands.” 

Now observe that the class of patients of whom I have been speak- 
ing, while usually pale, are rarely thin. My idea of their physiologi- 
cal condition—of the condition called scrofulous, in both its major 
and minor degrees—is this: 

The physiological chemistry of these individuals is so deranged 
that while all the conditions necessary to constructive metamorphosis, 
tissue building, are in fair condition, the process of retrograde meta- 
morphosis, tissue destruction, is impaired. The tissues of such per- 
sons may be likened to a lot now occupied by a delapidated building, 
but upon which it is desired to erect a fine new house ; before the new 
edifice can be constructed the old one must be pulled down and re- 
moved. Perhaps it would be a more exact figure to say that the scro- 
fulous body resembled a structure we wish to repair, but cannot, be- 
cause, although an abundance of new bricks, mortar and timbers are 
at hand, we are without means to take out and carry away the old 


material. 

In such a body, I conceive, the nutritive material is present in suf- 
ficient quantity and is well supplied to all parts, but those processes 
by which the old cells are chemically changed, broken down and their 
detritus removed, are in abeyance. The old inactive cells linger too 
long in positions that should have been occupied by young and ener- 
getic ones, and as a consequence in time the whole organism suffers. 
There can be little doubt that the lymphatic system is greatly in fault 
in all this. The introduction of the active agents, mercury, chlorine, 
iodine and potassium, into the blood brings about a change in the 
vital chemistry, and a change, it seems highly probable, favorable to 
retrograde metamorphosis. These agents also, it seems reasonable 
to suppose in the light of our present knowledge, stimulate the lym- 
phatic system. Mercury increases the red blood corpuscles, because 
it breaks down the old ones, thus making room for new; while at the 
same time it stimulates the blood-making organs—for the most part, 
we imagine, lymphatic. 

I have now, gentlemen, briefly submitted to you what I believe to 
be a fact and what I know to be atheory. I hope you will aid by 
your observations to establish or refute the former, and by your learn- 
ing and your logic to support or overthrow the latter. * I say hope in 
either case, for the introduction of something like definite knowledge 
and scientific precision into the profession of medicine is the task 
that lies immediately before the physicians in the future, and it can 
only be accomplished by concert of action.—/V. O. Med. Jour.

COCAINE IN EYE, EAR AND THROAT PRACTICE. 
By S. G. Dapney, M. D. 


It is certainly not too much to say that the province in which co- 
caine finds its most perfect application is the area of distribution of 
the fifth pair of cranial nerves. I wish to present briefly a few points 
in regard to its use in this region. The strength generally employed 
is two grains to the dram, or approximately four per cent. For oper- 
ations on the eye it is best to instil a few drops of this solution about 
ten minutes before operating, and repeat in three or four minutes. 
Among the slight occular operations for which cocaine, so applied, is 
of the greatest service is the extraction of foreign bodies from the 
cornea ; a drop or two of cocaine renders this otherwise acutely pain- 
ful procedure altogether painless. The slitting up of the canaliculus 
for obstructed tear-passages is made much easier by the instillation 
of cocaine; the injection of the same into the lachrymal sac, and, if 
possible, through the duct, renders probing much less painful and 
sometimes allows the passage of a larger instrument. For this pur- 
pose I have also used a salve of cocaine and vaseline applied on the 
probe, but have found the previous injection of a solution more satis- 
factory. Cocaine renders iridectomy an almost painless procedure ; 
the clipping of the iris does, however, still cause some pain. In the 
extraction or needling of cataract, local is in almost every case supe- 
rior to general anesthesia. Among the disadvantages of chloroform 
or ether may be mentioned the vomiting which is apt to follow their 
administration, and its liability to cause prolapse of iris or vitreous 
humor, or other disaster to the eye. For entropion I have within the 
last two years operated several times according to a method recom- 
mended by Dr. Green, of St. Louis, in the American Journal of Oph- 
thalmology; as this condition is due to a cicatrical contraction of the 
tarsal cartilage, causing incurving of the lid, the simplest procedure 
would seem to be to cut through the cartilage longitudinally from the 
mucous surface, and then for a short time to keep apart the surfaces 
of the cut so made by stitches passed under the skin of the lid and 
united over a little ball of cotton so as to thoroughly evert the lashes. 


This is the course recommended by Dr. Green, and one I have found 
very satisfactory. Preparatory to this operation the lid should be 
turned out and a four per cent or stronger solution of cocaine applied, 
soaked in a pledget of cotton. ‘There is apt to be quite profuse bleed- 
ing, and the hemostatic properties of cocaine come into excellent ser- 
vice. I have heard little in the last year or two of the tendency of 
cocaine to increase secondary hemorrhage; I have not observed such 
an effect myself. For the removal of chalazia, if the incision is to 
be through the skin, a few drops of a four per cent solution should be 
injected hypodermically. Here the lid-forceps of Desmarres or Knapp 
serve admirably, not only to restrain bleeding, but to prevent the dif- 
fusion of cocaine through the loose tissue of the lids to the general 
circulation. 

In operations for strabismus cocaine is of great service, but the pas- 
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sage of the hook beneath the tendon and the cutting of the latter are 
sufficient to cause considerable pain, and, as this operation is fre- 
quently done in unruly children, a general anesthetic is often the best. 
In such cases I use chloroform. As a mydriatic preliminary to a 
thorough ophthalmoscopic examination, cocaine holds the first rank, 
not only because the mydriasis which it produces is of shorter dura- 
tion than that from atropia or homotropia, but also because it is far 
less likely, in elderly people, to cause an increase of intra-occular ten- 
sion. Cocaine does not suspend the accommodation sufficiently for 
it to be used in the examination of refractive errors, but is often ser- 
viceable to lessen the temporary injection and unpleasant effects of 
other mydriatics, and doubtless aids in completing the’ paralysis of 
the ciliary muscle which they induce. The photophobia of phlycten- 
ular ophthalmia nearly disappears after the instillation of cocaine. 
Painful ulcers of the cornea may be rendered easy by this local anes- 
thetic. For the pain of iritis, or other deep-seated inflammation, co- 
caine is of little or no avail. 

Enucleation is the most important of operations about the eye for 
which cocaine is not suitable ; it could only prevent pain in this oper- 
ation when injected into the tissues of the orbit, and as it is impossi- 
ble to restrict its diffusion from the cellular tissue here, such injection 
has been found decidedly dangerous, and most operators now use gen- 
eral anesthesia. 


The disadvantages attending the use of cocaine in the eye are 
chiefly temporary mydriasis and paresis of accommodation it induces, 
a dessiccating influence on the corneal epithelium, and a follicular in- 
flammation of the conjunctiva which follows its long-continued use. 

Cocaine in the ear is of comparatively limited application; when 
the eustachian catheter is to be used, however, a spray of cocaine in 
the nose renders its passage far less disagreeable to the patient and 
easier to the operator. In inflammation of the ear, whether in the 
auditory canal only, or as is much more often the case involving the 
tympanum and parts adjacent, cocaine is of little or no service. 


In the nose, more than in any other part of the body, we see the 
wonderful influence of cocaine in exciting the vasso-constrictor nerves 
and thus lessening the caliber of the arterioles. When the erectile 
tissue covering the turbinated bones is distended, perhaps even to 
touching the septum, the application of cocaine produces such con- 
traction as in a few minutes to open the nose most completely. This 
relief from nasal obstruction, due to distention of erectile tissue, lasts 
a variable time, not ‘usually more than an hour or so. The small co- 
caine atomizer sold in the drug stores furnishes an excellent means 
for its application. The patient should be warned not to snuff back 
the spray, as cocaine in the naso-pharynx produces a very disagreea- 
ble sensation of a foreign substance there. Lately the representative 
of a prominent wholesale druggist left me a sample of what was claim- 
ed to be tasteless cocaine, but two patients upon whose throat I have 
used it, complained as much as is usual of its very bitter taste. The 
anesthesia produced by cocaine in the nose is sufficient for nearly all 
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of the many nasal operations which have of late come into vogue. 
Before using the knife or saw for deflected or thickened septum, or 
the galvano-cautery, I find it best to apply the cocaine, preferably a 
ten per cent solution soaked in a little pledget of cotton, and allowed to 
remain in the nostril for about five minutes. In several cases I have 
seen constitutional efiects from a four per cent solution of cocaine 
used in the nose, but they have never been at all alarming; usually 
there is first a slight exhilaration, followed by decided depression. but 
occasionally the first effect of the drug, following a few minutes after 
its application, is a feeling of faintness and nausea. 

One peculiar effect of cocaine on the throat should be mentioned, 
namely, temporary difficulty in deglutition. This has been accounted 
for by some on the supposition of a paresis of the muscles of the 
throat, while by others it is attributed to a partial suspension of the re- 
flexes frum the local anesthesia. An incautious attempt to swallow 
in such cases may allow the food to pass into the windpipe and excite 
symptoms of an alarming appearance for a few minutes. 

Of cocaine in the pharynx and larynx there is also much to be said; 
but, as I wish to make my paper brief, I will recall only a few of its 
special indications. 

The little operation of clipping the uvulva may be done without the 
least pain and with only very trivial bleeding. ‘The removal of a part 
of the tonsils is rendered much easier if a solution of cocaine has 
been painted over the surface. Localized soreness and pain on de- 
glutition may be greatly relieved by the applications of a solution of 
cocaine in certain cases, but only when the inflammation is superfi- 
cial. I have tried cocaine lozenges, put up by local manufacturing 
druggists, but have had no result from them. 

In tubercular laryngitis cocaine does more in my experience to les- 
sen the pain of deglutition, and thus to prolong life, than any other 
agent we possess. In such cases a spray of a four per cent solution 
is very effective.—A. P. and NV. 





WARNING AGAINST CONTAGION FROM CONSUMPTION. 


from Peoria Medical. Monthly. 


We are glad to note the following circular of warning, issued by the 
health department of the city of New York. It is based upon the 
conclusions arrived at by a committee of the best physicians and pa- 
thologists of that city, and may be safely said to be a move in the 
right direction. 

We would be glad to see it circulated extensively by every board of 
health in the country, and physicians should be supplied with copies 
to be left in every household where consumption is found: 

RULES TO BE OBSERVED FOR THE PREVENTION OF THE SPREAD 
OF CONSUMPTION. 


Pulmonary tuberculosis (consumption) is directly communicated 
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from one person to another. The germ of the disease exists in the 
expectoration of persons afflicted with it. The following extract from 
the report of the pathologists of the health department explains the 
means by which the disease may be transmitted: 

Tuberculosis is commonly produced in the lungs (which are the or- 
gans most frequently affected) by breathing air, in which living germs 
are suspended as dust. The material which is coughed up, sometimes 
in large quantities, by persons suffering from consumption, contains 
these germs in enormous numbers. * * This material when ex- 
pectorated, frequently lodges in places where it dries, as on the street, 
floors, carpets, handkerchiefs, etc. After drying in one way or anoth- 
er, it is very apt to become pulverized and float in the air as dust. 

By observing the following rules the danger of catching the disease 
will be reduced to a minimum: 

1. Do not permit persons suspected to have consumption to spit 
on the floor or on cloths, unless the latter be immediately burned. 
The spittle of persons suspected to have the consumption should be 
caught in earthen or glass dishes containing the following solution: 
Corrosive sublimate 1 part, water 1,000 parts. 

2. Do not sleep in a room occupied by a person suspected of hav- 
ing consumption. The living rooms of a consumptive patient should 
have as little furniture as practicable. Hangings should be especial- 
ly avoided. The use of carpets, rugs, etc., ought always to be avoided. 

.3- Do not fail to wash thoroughly the eating utensils of a person 
suspected of having consumption as soon after eating as possible, 
using boiling water for the purpose. 

4. Do not mingle the unwashed clothing of consumptive patients 
with similar clothing of other persons. 

5. Do not fail to catch the bowel discharges of consumptive pa- 
tients with diarrhoea in a vessel containing corrosive sublimate 1 part, 
water 1,000 parts. 

6. Do not fail to consult the family physician regarding the social 
relations of persons suffering from suspected consumption. 

7. Do not permit mothers suspected of having consumption to 
nurse their offspring. 

8. Household pets (animals or birds) are quite susceptible to tub- 
erculosis ; therefore do not expose them to persons afflicted with con- 
sumption; also do not keep, but destroy at once, all household pets 
suspected of having consumption, otherwise they may give it to human 
beings. 

g. . Do not fail to thoroughly cleanse the floors, walls and ceilings 
of the living and sleeping rooms of persons suffering from consump- 
tion at least once in two weeks.

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HYPNOTISM IN THERAPEUTICS. 


This seductive method of treatment is slill on the increase. Its ex- 
ponents are for the most part more enthusiastic than ever. The ther- 
apeutical practice of hypnotism is no longer circumscribed by the nar- 
row confines of France. It has spread throughout Continental Eu- 
rope. Its progress has not been stayed by that watery Gibraltar, the 
English Channel, but sailing across has laid hold upon the insular 
conservatism of Great Britain. It has reached Germany, Sweden 
and Russia. It has scaled the Alps from all sides and well nigh taken 
Switzerland by storm. It is more popular in staid Holland than in 
France. America alone has thus far escaped—but we expect it soon 
as we do all widespread contagion. Let us see, then, to what we 
may look foward. Hypnotism, not long since wrested from the hands 
of charlatanism, is held as a trophy by the medical profession. What 
we know of it in this country is mainly what we have learned of its 
employment by Charcot in the Saltpetriere. At present, however, 
there are in France two schools of hypnotism—that of Nancy, with 
Bernheim, Liebault and Liegois as its principal champions, and that 
of Paris, where its practice has been developed under the influence 
of Charcot. The former school is by far the more radical, and its 
teachers claim the wider field of applicability for the method. 

Nearly thirty years ago Dr. Liebault began to treat dispensary pa- 
tients in Nancy by a system which he elaborated and termed “ Treat- 
ment by Suggestion.” In 1866 he published a book in which he gave 
a full description of his various methods, together with a report of 
cases successfully treated. Nevertheless, he remained for many years 
a prophet without honor. In 1844 Prof. Bernheim of Nancy, although 
skeptically inclined, began an investigation of the subject with the 
result of soon becoming a convert, and in 1884 he published his clas- 
sical work, a second edition of which has recently appeared in this 
country, bearing the title, “Suggestive Therapeutics: a Treatise on 
the Nature and Uses of Hypnotism.” Hitherto the English language 
has been practically without a literature on this subject. To Lie- 
bault is due the credit of having founded a school of practice which 
has found representatives throughout Europe. The interest in the 
entire subject which has been gradually increasing, and which has 
been fostered by discussions in the medical societies of various Euro- 
pean cities has finally culminated in a ‘Congress of Hypnotism” 
held at Paris, where congresses of all possible descriptions have been 
unprecedentedly numerous of late. At this Congress the forces were 
marshalled under the leadership of the aforesaid schools of practice. 
The Nancy contingent, with its radical views, was well equipped and 
ably generaled by Prof. Bernheim, whose paper on the “Therapeutical 
Value of and the means of Inducing Hypnotism” served as a point of 
departure for a pretty lively dispute. 

The principal differences between the two schools may be briefly 
explained. In the first place, the Nancy school believes that hypno- 
tism is a physiological condition; the Paris school insists that it is a 
neurosis. ‘The Nancy school thinks that pretty much all the manifes- 
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tations of hypnotism are produced by suggestion and that the hyp” 
notic state is so produced. ‘The Paris school complains that hypno- 
tism and suggestion are two separate things, and that Prof. Bernheim 
is so absorbed in suggestion that he has lost sight of hypnotism alto- 
gether. 

These are some of the victories claimed by the champion of Nancy: 
Nearly all the tedious and rebellious cases of hysteria, hyperasthesia 
and amblyopia almost instantly relieved; pains from lead poisoning, 
neuralgia and rheumatism instantaneously or very quickly subdued ; 
chronic rheumatic athritis cured; pleurisy pains removed in one or 
several sittings; chorea quickly cured or greatly shortened in its du- 
ration ; menstruation regulated, checked or made to appear at a fixed 
date; spinal disease ameliorated; an obstinate case of vomiting of 
long standing cured in two weeks; a case of cerebro-spinal sclerosis 
with palsy and staggering relieved for a long period ; an old and most 
obstinate case of migraine with insomnia cured in three weeks, etc. 

Charcot, however, holds very different opinions. Without wishing 
to deny that in cases of organic disease of the nervous system hypno- 
tic suggestion may, in certain cases, result in a degree of improve- 
ment, he is convinced that this occurs only by mere accident, and 
that, in such cases, the methods of suggestion have no claim to be re- 
garded as therapeutical measures. On the other hand, in cases of 
hysteria in women and individuals markedly susceptible to hypnotism 
in its stage of somnambulism, good results may reasonably be expect- 
ed. As for hysteria in men, one must express one’s self with greater 
reserve and beware of insisting upon a method which is very far from 
giving good results in all cases agd may, indeed, produce exactly op- 
posite effects with very disagreeable consequences. One should deal 
with hypnotism as with all other therapeutical measures; it has its 
indications and its contra-indications and if one fails to employ it in 
a judicious manner the results are apt to be disastrous. Charcot’s 
application of hypnotism has been confined to neurotic patients, and 
with them he seems of late to be somewhat less enthusiastic than for- 
merly. 

{t is, however, from the Nancy school that we receive the most 
glowing accounts of cures by hypnotism. As for the other side of the 
question, we hear but little from the opponents of hypnotism in France, 
where, if the subject is mentioned at all, it is spoken of in terms of 
praise. 

In England a variety of opinion is expressed, much of which is fav- 
orable to the method. In connection with a paper read at the recent 
meeting of the British Medical Society by Dr. Voisin, of Paris, several 
English physicians reported successful cases, while others admitted 
having received a favorable impression by witnessing its action in 
England and France. Dr. C. L. Tuckey has also written an interest- 
ing brochure, entitled “ Psycho-Therapeutics,” a large part of which 
is taken up with an ingenious argument of inductive reasoning with 
a view to explaining the phenomena of hypnotism. 

In Germany, although there is a growing interest manifested in the 
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subject, there is not wanting an expression of wholesome caution and 
distrust, as indicated by recent expressions from writers of eminence, 
some of whom do not hesitate to pronounce hypnotism a very danger- 
ous agent. Among those in Germany who are very decidedly oppos- 
ed to hypnotism may be mentioned Prof. von Ziemssen, who, as the 
result of a series of experiments conducted by his assistants, has 
reached the conclusion that hypnotism exerts little or no beneficial 
action even in cases of slight functional disturbance, while it is positive- 
ly injurious to many patients. He believes that to employ the meth- 
od as a therapeutical measure in cases of slight functional disturbance 
is like gunning for sparrows with cannon balls for ammunition, while 
its repeated application is apt to convert the milder forms of hysteri- 
cal manifestations into the granude hysterie of Charcot ; in the severer 
forms of diseases it is a mere substitution of one form of mental dis- 
order for another, and is akin to curing one of the morphine habit by 
giving him cocaine. He trusts that the good sense of the medical 
profession in Germany will restrain it from countenancing so danger- 
ous a procedure. 

There can be no doubt that the elements of faith and expectancy 
are prime factors in the solution of this problem, just as they are in 
the somewhat allied methods of faith cure, mind cure, prayer cure, 
and, may we not add, in classical homceopathy as well. Expectancy 
of cure in the mind of the patient is one of the most potent allies of 
therapeutics, and one which the physician ought never to disregard 
or underestimate. As for hypnotism itself, it will be well for all who 
are inclined to experiment with it to remember the failures and dan- 
gers that have already been encountered, and not blindly trust the 
voice of mere enthusiasm.— Zhe Journal. 





THE DREAD OF DEATH. 


Sir Lyon Playfair, in a letter to Junius Henri Browne, author of a 
paper with the above title, says: ‘“ Having represented a large medi- 
cal constituency (the University of Edinburgh) for seventeen years as 
a member of Parliament, I naturally came in contact with the most 
eminent medical men in England. I have put the question to most 
of them, ‘Did you, in your extensive practice, ever know a patient who 
was afraid to die?’ With two exceptions they answered ‘No.’ One 
of these exceptions was Sir Benjamin Brodie, who said he had seen 
one case. The other was Sir Robert Christian, who had seen one 
case, that of a girl of bad character, who had a sudden accident. I 
have known three friends who were partially devoured by wild beasts 
under apparently hopeless circumstances of escape. The first was 
Livingstone, the great African traveler, who was knocked on his back 
by a lion, which began to munch his arm. He assured me that he 
felt no fear or pain, and that his only feeling was one of intense curi- 
osity as to which part of his body the lion would take next. The 
next was Rustem Pasha, now Turkish Ambassador in London. A 
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bear attacked him, and tore off part of his arm and shoulder. He 
also assured me that he had neither pain nor fear, but that he felt ex- 
cessively angry because the bear grunted with so much satisfaction in 
munching him. The third case is that of Sir Edward Bradford, an 
Indian officer, now occupying a high position in the Indian office. He 
was seized in a solitary place by a tiger, which held him firmly behind 
the shoulders with one paw, and then deliberately devoured the whole 
of his arm, beginning at the end and ending at the shoulder.. He 
was positive that he had no sensation of fear, and thinks that he felt 
a little pain when the fangs went through his hand, but is certain that 
he felt none during the munching of his arm.”—7Zhe Mew /dea. 


ABSTRACTS AND GLEANINGS 





Chloralamid, anew Hypnotic.—Chloralamid, manufactured on 
the suggestion of Dr. von Mering, of Strassburg, is the latest new 
hypnotic, and seems to possess many advantages over other similar 
preparations. It occurs in colorless crystals; is of a mild, slightly 
bitter taste, but is neutral; soluble in 9 parts water, and in 1% parts 
alcohol. It is chemically affected by the presence of alkalies, but 
acidulated solutions can be administered. 

Chloralamid is given in doses of 1 to 4 grammes, (the latter the 
maximum), in powder form or in solution with water or wine; the ef- 
fect is asserted within half.an hour and lasts from seven to nine hours. 
It has been successfully used by Drs. Hagen and Huefler, of Erlan- 
gen, in all varieties of sleeplessness, caused by nervous conditions, 
neurasthenia, phthisis, heart-failure, and in insomnia. It has also 
been employed and commendably noticed by the clinics of Strassburg, 


Greifswald, Giessen and Erlangen.—/Voles on New Remedies. 


Death from Chloroform.—Another death from chloroform is 
reported, this time from Cincinnati. The patient was a man suffer- 
ing from an injured hand. At his own urgent request and against 
the advice of the doctor, he was given chloroform, a physician skilléd 
in the use of anesthetics administering the agent. Death occurred, 
as is so often true, after but a small quantity had been inhaled, and 
before he had sunk into anesthesia. Every precaution seems to have 
been taken, and the case can only by recorded as one of those misfor- 
tunes to which any of us is liable in spite of the greatest care. Note 
that the operator, even in an apparently trivial case, had another and 
a competent physician with him. What a comfort, not to speak of 
the legal aspects of the matter, this must be to him now.—/ndiana

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Acetanilide in Epilepsy.—Dr. Theodore Diller, of the State 
Hospital for the Insane at Danville, Pa. writes to the Zherapeutigque 
Gazette, June, 1889, that he has employed acetanilide in nine unselec- 
ted cases of epilepsy. The remedy was administered three times a 
day, dry, upon the tongue ; and the dose given was four grains, except 
in two cases in which this amount was doubled. It was given, with 
more or less interruption, during part of October, and all of Decem- 
ber, January and February last. The month of October is not inclu- 
ded in his estimate of the effect of acetanilide. Dr. Diller concludes 
that, in all cases in which the drug was given continuously, there was 
noted a reduction in the number of fits, ranging from twenty-five to 
seventy-five per cent, as compared with other months during which 
the patients were on the bromides and tonic treatments alternately. 
The remedy was in all cases well borne, producing no apparent men- 
tal or physical depression. This was in marked contrast with the de- 
pressant effects noted after a course of bromide treatment. No skin 
eruption was produced. In any given case, in which a great number 
of fits are occurring, and where it is desirable to control them as soon 
as possible, he thinks the bromides would be of far more value than 
acetanilide.—Am. Prac. and News. 

Treatment of Sciatica with Electricity.—Dr. Max Weiss 
(Cent. f. die ges. Therap.) of Vienna, gives the following directions for 
the treatment of sciatica with electricity : 

1. The annode (positive) is placed on the ischiatic region, the ca- 
thode over the different painful points; application stabile, for three 
to six minutes. 

2. The annode placed on the different painful points, the cathode 
over the point of exit of the sciatic nerve. 

3. Oneelectrode is placed in the rectum, the other over the sacrum. 

4. The application for many hours, even a day at a time, of a plate 
of copper, covered with flannel, over the sciatic region while a plate 
of zinc connected to the first by a metallic cord, rests on the poste- 
rior, superior or inferior surface of the thigh. 

5. The different segments of the nerve (sciatic), from six to twelve 
inches in length, are treated successively from the sacrum to the foot, 
with the continuous current. 

6. The faradic brush is applied throughout the whole extent of the 
posterior aspect of the member, after which stabile galvanization for 
ten minutes.— Zimes and Reg. 


Transplanting a Chicken’s Cornea.—The /Progres Medical, 
July 13, 1889, announces—but rather skeptically—that Dr. Gravenigo, 
of the University of Padua, has been successful in an operation which 


has been tried hitherto in vain in France and elsewhere. This opera- 
tion consists in grafting the cornea of a chicken upon a human eye. 
The graft was made recently, and the cornea is said to be very trans- 
parent, shining and convex.—Med. and Surg Rep.

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Dangerous Glycerine.—Bismuth preparations sometimes con- 
tain small quantities of arsenic; in fact instances have been recorded 
where toxic symptoms of arsenic have been produced by the adminis- 
tration of bismuth. The recent investigations of Ritzert go to show 
that some of the samples of commercial glycerine contained large 
quantities of arsenic. Since these two preparations are very impor- 
tant therapeutic agents, it is well to remember these facts and get 
only the purest article—J/nd. Med. Jonr. 


Sulphide of Calcium in Phthisis.—Dr. Witherle (Za Clinique) 
claims to have obtained good results in the treatment of phthisical 
patients by the internal administration of sulphide of cal- 
cium. He commences by giving a pill containing 4% grain of the sul- 
phide every two hours, and he gradually lessens the intervals between 
the doses until eructations or other symptoms of gastric irritation show 
that the limit has been reached. [n most cases patients were able to 
take two pills every hour, and their general condition in every instance 
appeared to improve. ‘This is, in reality, an indirect method of intro- 
ducing sulphuretted hydrogen into the blood, and the principal is the 
same as that underlying Bergeon’s treatment.—Zondon Med, Rec.

Treatment of Headaches.—In acute headaches, with low vas- 
cular pressure, such as toxic headaches from alcohol and tobacco, ex- 
ercise and food are potent remedies, and relief is obtained from car- 
diac stimulants, such as: 


R Spir. ammon. aromat., \% dr. 
Spir. chloroformi, 10 min. 
Aquam ad., I OZ. 


Antipyrin in 3 grain doses, repeated if necessary, is also useful. In 
chronic headaches of this character, where there is anzmia, iron is 
necessary ; but as iron alone may cause headache, it is best to give 1 
to 3 min. of tr. digitalis with it. If there is no anemia, the digitalis 
alone will be found efficacious. 

In acute high pressure headaches, the bowels must be kept open. 
Nitrite of amyl, carefully administered in very dilute state, is useful ; 
but still more useful is nitro-glycerine. In anwmic girls, the last is 
particularly useful, given in doses of ;),5 of a minim twice daily. Mix 
one minim of a one per cent. solution of the drug with water, in a six- 
ounce bottle, and give two tablespoonfuls as a dose. More than six 
doses should not be ordered. 

In recurrent high-pressure headaches, alkalies are most beneficial, 
and when anemia co-exists, iron is also indicated. It is best to give 
the iron with an alkaline carbonate as follows: 


 Sodii bicarb., 10 gr. 
Ferri et ammon. cit., 5 gr. 
Spiriti chloroformi, 10 min. 
Aquam menth. viridi ad., I OZ. 


M. Fiat haustus, ter die ante cibus semihora sumendus. 
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In persons of uric-acid diathesis a mixture of 20 grains citrate pot- 
ash with ro of salicylate of soda is useful. 

Nitrate of amyl is useful in many cases of neuralgia of the scalp, 
where the patient’s phraseology is, “when I comb my hair, I can’t 
bear it.—Practitioner. 


Rules for Administering Chloroform.—To be anesthetized, 
the patient should always be placed in a horizonta/ posture, preferably 
turned slightly to the right side. The clothing should be /vosened. 
The stomach should be empty. The fears and apprehensions of the 
patient should be a//ayed as much as possible. ‘The chloroform should 
be pure. 

The administration should degin sow and gradual manner, and an 
abundant supply of fresh air being mixed with the chloroform vapor 
during all the anesthetic procedure; and the patient instructed to 
breathe in a slow, easy, natural manner. 

Never fully anesthetize a surgical patient while he is in an excited 
condition. 

Never operate, however short or trivial the operation, under far- 
tial anesthesia. 

Do not examine the heart immediately before, or feel the pulse during 
the early stages of anesthesia; but watch carefully the force, frequency 
and quality of the respiration. 

Never maintain anesthesia longer than is absolutely necessary but 
repeated short anesthesias; ¢. g. as for extracting several teeth at short 
intervals, are more dangerous than one continuous properly main- 
tained anesthesia of reasonable duration. 

The movements of hiccough and swallowing should be watched for, 
and if they occur, they evidence that the anesthetic is being given 
too rapidly.—Vashville. Jour. Surg. 


Antiseptic Power of Salol.—Ata recent meeting of the 
Hunterian Society, Mr.. Corner introduced a series of cases illustra- 
tive of the antiseptic power of salol (salicylate of phenol)as a dressing 
for wounds, after the part had been rendered aseptic by a1 in 20 
solution of carbolic acid. He did not claim for it greater power than 
iodoform, and probably other antiseptics, but it has advantages over 
some. It possesses a pleasant aromatic odor, can be used freely 
without fear of irritation or poisoning, is absorbent of moisture, which 
drying forms a hard but friable covering. It will prevent putrefaction; 
it will not destroy it when once established. It has been used in in- 
creasing frequency for several years at the Poplar Hospital, and with 
excellent results, in compound fractures and dislocations, also as a 
dressing in amputations, minor and major, and in compound 
comminuted and depressed fractures of the skull. The first case 
shown was a compound comminuted depressed fracture of the frontal 
bone, in which the bone was elevated and some spicules removed. 
Afterwards the wound was washed with a solution of carbolic acid (1 
in 20), the opening filled with salol, anda drainage-tube inserted.

The dressing was undisturbed for fourteen days, remained sweet, and 
healed on the twenty-sixth day. His temperature remained from the 
first under roo®. A second case treated in January, 1880, was a com- 
pound fracture of the olecranon, head of radius, and humerus, open- 
ing the elbow joint, with considerable damage to soft parts, the elbow 
having been crushed by the passage of a railway engine over it. The 
olecranon was splintered and drawn up, causing serious tension of 
skin and necessitating. removal of both portions. The antiseptic 
treatment and dressing were the same as in the previous case, but 
required changing after four hours and again next day, in conse- 
quence of oozing through. The parts were then left untouched for 
thirty days. The temperature went up the day after the injury, and 
remained about ro1° for three days, 100° for two days, and then fell 
to normal. Two other cases were shown: one a crushed compound 
fractured finger, dressed twenty-one days before, and not exposed 
since, there having been neither pain nor elevation of temperature; 
the other was a compound fracture of first phalanx of finger, only 
dressed at the time of the accident, and left undisturbed for a month, 
when it was found perfectly healed. It was pointed out that this was 
the common experience in such cases, and that even if gangrene fol- 
lowed the parts remained sweet.—Zancet. 


Infantile Diarrhcea.—The medical treatment is divided to meet 
the demands of three sets of cases. 

ist. Those with vomiting, colic, convulsions, frequent greenish 
stools and great exhaustion. At the onset give a tablespoonful of the 
following mixture : 


BR Ol. ricini, I OZ. 
Glycerin, 2 dr. 
Ol. cassiz, 1 drop. 


After it has operated freely, give some antiseptic combined with a 
small dose of opium. Salicylate of sodium is perhaps the best. For 
a child two years old the correct formula will be: 


R  Sodii salicylatis, 4 grains. 
Tr. opii deod, 10 drops. 
Syr. simp., I OZ. 


M. Sig. One teaspoonful every three hours. 

The result is rapid and satisfactory. 

2d. ‘The diarrhoea may be frequent and of a vivid grass green color 
but unattended by vomiting and marked prostration. ‘This variety is 
rapidly cured by lactic acid. A 2 per cent solution may be given in 
doses of one teaspoonful every one or two hours. 

3d. This type is commonly insidious in origin; the stools being 
softer and more frequent than usual for a long time before the onset 
of alarming symptoms; or it is engrafted on a pre-existing cholera 
infantum. Fully developed, the stools are green or pale in color, 
moderately thin, and containing sago like pellets of mucous with here 
and there specks and streaks of blood. Later on we find shreds and 
strings of mucous like substance apparently caused by sloughing from 
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superficial ulcers of the colon. Examine carefully into the sanitary 
surroundings of the patient and eliminate all errors in diet. A mod- 
erate dose of castor oil will remove all irritating matter from the intes- 
tines. Then a small dose of opium and bismuth subnitrate will quiet 
the nervous system and soothe the intestinal mucous membrane. As 
soon as the number of stools are reduced to a moderate number, small 
doses of Fowler’s solution of arsenic may be added, and the opium 
gradually discontinued. Bloody stools are frequently corrected by in- 
jections of nitrate of silver; one grain to the pint; at intervals of 
twelve to twenty hours. When convalescence is established a sojourn 
to the seaside is advisable—. 2. Med. Monthly. 


Is Antifebrin Dangerous ?—Dr. A. L. Saylor, in answer to the 
above question, writes as follows: ‘Various authorities agree in pro- 
nouncing antifebrin a safe and reliable antipyretic, useful in quickly 
reducing temperature without any untoward results. Yet my experi- 
ence does not justify me in coinciding with my contemporaries, as re- 
sults will show. Having had personally but limited experience with 
the drug, I concluded, recently, to test its properties in a case of in- 
fantile fever by administering a 4 grain dose to a child of three years 
of age, whose temperature persistently remained at from 1or® to 103°. 
Hardly had one-half hour elapsed when I was summoned to the bed- 
side to find that the dose had done its work effectually, as the tem- 
perature was below normal, with impending collapse indicated by cold 
extremities, feeble respiration, and labored heart’s action. Prompt 
administration of restoratives prevented the impending result, and the 
patient was eventually restored to health, but under other treatment 
than that afforded by antifebrin. As no organic heart derangements 
existed, and the drug was supposed to be a prime article, we are at a 
loss to account for its peculiar action in this instance, unless some 
idiosyncrasy of the patient existed, or the much vaunted antipyretic 
properties of the drug are of a dangerous character. If so, it should 
be administered with circumspection.”—Zimes and Register. 

[The dose here was simply too large for the child—should have 
been given in 1 gr. doses every hour, until its effects were observed.

Cascara Sagrada and Glycerin in Constipation.—Dr. Geo. 
E. Turrill, of Wausen, Ohio, writes: The superiority of cascara cor- 
dial over the fluid extracts in regard to bitter principles is great, and 
I have used it almost constantly during the past eight years with ex- 
cellent results. I believe we possess nothing in medicine better adap- 
ted to relieve constipation in general, and especially that peculiar to 
pregnancy. ‘There are cases, however, in which it has been a failure, 
neither the time of taking or size of dose making any material change. 
After noting these facts it occurred to me that the addition of glyce- 
rin might prove a valuable auxiliary, accordingly I prepared a mixture, 
consisting of four-fifths of the cordial to one-fifth of glycerinum, ad- 
ministering as before. The results have been excellent. I frequent- 
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ly see cases of extreme irritability of the mucous membrane of the 
bowels, and in these conditions I believe the glycerin quiets the irri- 
tability and accelerates the action of cascara. Permit me to cite a 
few cases: 

Mrs. A. Cancer of rectum and severe constipation with great pain; 
cascara cordial given as above; results remarkable. Not only was 
the constipation relieved, but the pain lessened and gradually the ul- 
cerating surfaces healed. , 

Case 2. Mrs. Y. Rectal ulcer with hemorrhoids; constipation 
extreme. Prescribed cascara and glycerin. The constipation is re- 
moved, the hemorrhoids improving, and the ulcer healing. 

Case 3. Miss J. Diabetes. Nothing relieved the constipation 
until glycerin and cascara cordial were employed. 

I might mention others, but these will suffice for the present.—J/ed. 
Age. 


Mullein and Vinegar in Phlegmasia Dolens.—Dr. Ludlum 
(Zimes and Register) reports the successful treatment of phlegmasia 
dolens as follows : , 

Remembering that when a boy on the farm the older brothers used 
mullein (verbascum thapsus), boiled in cider vinegar, on the horses 
to reduce swollen parts, that I conceived must be in some degree sim- 
ilar to this (and my prejudice being somewhat disarmed since it was 
recommended for consumption), I ordered a trial of it on this patient, 
and the result was most gratifying, as in a few days’ use by fomenta- 
tions she was comparatively comfortable, and the limb reduced nearly 
to the size of the other, and the tissues nearly as soft. She made a 
good recovery. 


Rheumatic Fever.—Longstreth presented a young man, aged 
twenty-three, salesman by occupation, suffering from rheumatic fever. 
There was a history of rheumatism in his family, his father being a 
sufferer from it, and his mother having heart disease. Five years ago 
he had a slight attack, and a year later amuch severer one. ‘The pre- 
sent attack had been induced by exposure. When admitted to hospi- 
tal his joints were all swollen, and a high fever prevailed. Auscula- 
tion disclosed a double cardiac murmur, aortic and mitral. Lungs 
were negative, bowels constipated. He was given ten-grain doses of 
salicylic acid every hour, but without effect—neither the temperature 
nor the swelling in the joints being reduced. He was then 
placed on acetate of potassa, ten grains, and bicarbonate of soda, 
twenty grains, every two hours, which also proved to be of no avail. 
Finally, the iodide and bromide of potassa were given, ten grains of 
each for a dose every four hours, from which very satisfactory results 
were obtained. The joints were smeared with blue ointment. 


This patient, a woman, who works out when she is able, presented 
upon admission some evidences of typhoid fever. The wedge-shaped 
area of redness at the apex of her tongue was distinctly marked. Her 
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temperature was 104.8°. The-abdomen was resonent and irritable, 
and patient complained of having much diarrhoea. The evacuations 
were chunky, with hard, fecal masses, but were not of the character- 
istic yellow color. Patient also vomited, which ceased upon giving 
bismuth. Micturition was difficult. I ordered her bismuth in ten gr. 
doses every two hours, also quinine to reduce temperature, and a milk 
diet. A cold flaxseed poultice was applied to the abdomen. Hot 
poultices increase the temperature 1° to 2°, which was to be avoided 
in this patient. I continued the quinine, in three-grain doses, night 
and morning, and gave enough bismuth to keep the stool black, so as 
to allay the irritation of the mucous membrane of the intestinal tract

Beetroot in Habitual Constipation and Hemorrhoids.—In 
the St. Petersburg new periodical A/editzina, No, 6, 1889, p. 10, Dr. S. 
Kazatchkoff draws attention to the fact that a strong infusion or 
decoction of the common beetroot (Be/a vulgaris; Russ, buraki or 
sviokla) represents an excellent mild aperient, very much in favor with 
the South Russian peasantry, who resort to it especially in cases of 
atonic habitual constipations and hemorrhoids. It is taken in doses 
of from half toone tumblerful at bedtime or early in the morning 
about an hour before breakfast. The remedy does not cause any 
abdominal pain, griping or rumbling, nor does it create any tendency 
to consecutive constipation. On the contrary, any disposition in that 
direction is decidedly removed by a daily use of the decoction for a 
certain period. It is stated, however, that the patient’s bowels get 
habituated to the beetroot in a week, so that, by the end of that time, 
the dose of the decoction should be increased, or a couple of apples 
a day be added. According to the author’s experience, many consti- 
pated patients prefer the beetroot “juice” to castor-oil, rhubarb, podo- 
phyllin, magnesia, milk-sugar, milk, mineral waters, and similar 
ordinary means, used by them previously to their making acquaintance 
with the simple remedy under consideration.—Zondon Med. Recorder. 


Rheumatism.—An excellent remedy for either articular or mus- 
cular rheumatism or acidism. The following remedy for rheumatism 
or acidism, having given great satisfaction for many years, is forwar 
ded you for publication : 


BR Lithia citrate I ounce. 
Potass. citrate younce. 
Water 8 ounces. 


M. ‘Sig. Take a teaspoonful four times a day or every two hours. 
Please give it a trial and report.—Dr. Luigi Galvani Dvane, in 
Med. Brief. 


Hydrate of Chloral in Chapped Nipple.—(Trans. in the St. 
Louis Med. and Surg. Jour.)—Dr. Ivan A Mitropolsky, Moscow, 
recommends chloral as an excellent local means for fissured and exco- 
riated nipples. The latter should be kept covered with compresses

(soft linen) soaked in a solution of half a drachm of chloral in three 
ounces of water. The compresses should be changed every two and 
a half or three hours. When a prolonged application is necessary, it 
is advisable to use a weaker lotion (one-half drachm to six ounce). 
The solution leaves a thin, whitish, firmly adherent film over the 
diseased surface, which does not disappear by suckling. Pain and 
tenderness are said to be strikingly relieved almost immediately: the 
lesions rapidly healing. ‘The chloral compresses do not produce any 
bad effects on nurslings.—Arch. Gyne. 


Scarlet Fever—Diphtheria.—Dr. Herr gives an account of an 
epidemic of scarlet fever and diphtheria that was treated with no 
other remedy than yeast, the scarlet fever running a mild course, and 
the membrane in diphtheria being cast off with remarkable quickness, 
while heart-failure and paralysis in no case made an appearance. A 
medium dose was a dessertspoonful hourly, assisted with washing out 
the mouth and fauces with a wash consisting of one teaspoonful of 
yeast to five of water, at intervals of every two hours.—£x. 


RETROSPECTIVE THERAPEUTICS, BY ALFRED K. HILLS, IN MED. TIMES. 


Nutmegs.—Dr. J. V. Shoemaker (J/ed. Aull.) says that the medi- 
cinal qualities of nutmegs are worthy of more attention than they have 
hitherto received. They will be found valuable in the treatment of 
summer diarrhoeas, many cases quickly yielding to the administration 
of half a drachm in milk, Insomnia may be effectually relieved by 
them when opium has failed, and chloral is contra-indicated. They 
can be administered in delirium tremens with safety and benefit when 
any other sedative would be perilous. An ointment composed of two 
drachms of powdered nutmegs, one drachm of tannic acid and one 
ounce of lard, constitutes an excellent application for itching and irri- 
table hemorrhoids. The dose of powdered nutmeg varies from ten 
grains to two drachms for adults. Larger quantities than this have 
produced profound coma lasting for hours. 


Hamamelis in Hemorrhoids.—Rohe treats internal hemorrh- 
oids with fluid extract of hamamelis and glycerine; half a drachm of 
each every four hours. The remedy is promptly effectual in uncompli- 
cated cases. 


Cascara Sagrada in Rheumatism.—Dr. H. T. Goodwin, of the 
U. S. Marine Hospital service, claims to have accidentally discovered 
in cascara sagrada a specific against rheumatism. Exhibiting the 
drug first upon himself, he afterwards gave it in thirty cases of rheu- 
matism of all types and grades, with curative effect in every case. All 
other remedies were discontinued. He usually combines it with syr- 
up in equal parts, and instructs the patient to take from thirty to forty 
drops in water. 
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Ferrum Phos. in Pneumonia.—Professor Goodno reports three 
cases of croupous pneumonia aborted with ferr. phos., after develop- 
ing the crepitant rale and rust colored sputa, The disease went no 
further, but recovered by lysis, not by crisis as usual. 


Glycerine Suppositories for Constipation.—We have already 
directed attention to the injection of small quantities of glycerine into 
the rectum asa means of overcoming constipation. This method, 
somewhat extensively employed in Germany, is often by no means 
convenient to carry out, because few syringes are available for inject- 
ing such small doses as fifteen drops of any medicament. A better 
idea has been suggested by Boas, in the Deutsche Med, Wochenscrift, 
namely, that the glycerine be given in suppositories or capsules, and 
Messrs. Parke, Davis & Co. furnish the suppository. 

This method (as the Med. and Surg. Reporter remarks) is simple, 
easy of execution, and, if it is what it is claimed to be, must be very 
superior to the use of enemata, or of purgatives given by the mouth. 


Stannum in Headache.—Dr. Cyrus M. Babcock, in the Ameri- 
can Homeopathist for October, relates an interesting case of headache 
cured in three days by the use of stannum 3x trituration. The patient 
was attacked four or five times a year with pain over the right eye, 
which would last for several days. The pain was so intense as to 
prevent work. The pain was intermittent and had something of the 
stannum cecendo et diminuendo style about it. Sulphate of morphia 
gave very little relief. Dr. Babcock has cured a number of chronic 
headaches with stannum, and thinks the remedy is too infrequently 
prescribed. 


Antiseptic Treatment of Diphtheria.—After a trial and study 
of the many remedies recommended in diphtheria, Dr. LeGendre, 
chief of clinic, Hospital of Infants (Archiv. Laryng., October, 1887), 
advocates the following treatment : 

Touch three or four times a day the whole extent of the membrane 
and a short distance below it with a one per cent solution of the bi- 
chloride of mercury in alcohol. 

Every two hours spray freely with a warm saturated solution of bo- 
ric acid (four per cent). Internally, give sodium benzoate in quanti- 
ties of from forty-five grains to three drachms per day, with claret or 
champagne and coffee. This treatment has given excellent results at 
the Hospital of Infant’s Diseases. 

The author insists that caustic applications to the throat are never 
necessary, and that remedies which might derange the digestive func- 
tions should never be given. 


Sea-Water Spray.—Prof. P. Mantegazza considers the local ap- 
plication of a spray of sea-water to the fauces and larynx as particu- 
larly beneficial in chronic non-specific laryngitis, in obstinate catarrhal 
pharyngitis, in bronchial catarrh, in tuberculosis of the first and sec- 
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ond stage, and in various forms of scrofula. The first effect of the 
spray is a gentle excitement, followed by a greatly increased activity 
and appetite. This indirectly promotes improvement. In local affec- 
tions of the larynx, etc., the spray seems to exercise a directly seda- 
tive and specific effect. 


Strychnine in Alcoholism.—Korona, of Tiflis, summarizes his 
results as follows : 

1. In acute intoxication strychnine is completely inactive. 

2. In ten out of eleven alcoholic patients, after three or four injec- 
tions of the drug, there appeared an aversion to brandy. 

3. It is the most effective remedy for dipsomania, but the treat- 
ment must be repeated in course of time. 

4. It is also a very good remedy for chronic alcoholism, when it is 
accompanied with such symptoms as neuralgic pains in the lumbar 
region and calf of leg, tabetic gait, trembling of hands, etc. A hyp- 
notic effect of the drug is also very pronounced. 

The remedial value of strychnine is very slight in cases of alco- 
bolieak unaccompanied by any symptoms. 

6. Strychnine does not possess any accumulative action, so far as 
alcoholists are concerned. 


Gossypium Herbaceum.—A tincture made from the fresh inner 
bark of the root of the cotton plant, and subsequent potentizing, gives 
us a remedy containing a principle similar in its action to that of secale 
cornatum (op. Zeit. fur Pom.). Gossypium will often be indicated 
and prove successful in the morning vomiting of the pregnant; in 
uterine hemorrhage and painful menstruation ; and in female sterility 
from too scanty menstruation. 


Cocoanut as a Tzenifuge.—Professor Parisi, of Athens, has dis- 
covered, by numerous experiments on himself and others, that the or- 
dinary cocoanut is a very effectual remedy against tape-worm. He 
orders the milk and the pulp of one cocoanut to be taken early in the 
morning fasting, no purgative or confinement to the house being re- 
quired, and suggests that pharmacists should make cocoanut prepara- 
tions which might answer the same purpose, and, perhaps, prove 
rather more convenient. 


Modelling Clay in Mastitis.—Dr. E. L. Maizel mentions in the 
Vrach, No. 21, that he has for some time employed modelling clay as 
an application in mastitis, with excellent results. The idea was ob- 
tained from Dr. S. Lukashevich, who employed white modelling clay 
in epididymitis. Dr. Maizel has made use of it in twelve cases, seven 
of parenchymatous inflammation, of which only three suppurated ; 
and five of phlegmonous inflammation, of which only one went on to 
form:an abscess. The pain was rapidly alleviated and the fever di- 
minished by this treatment, which, if. commenced sufficiently early, 
appeared to cause the inflammatory process to terminate in resolution 
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without the formation of pus. When abscesses had formed and bro- 
ken, the wound rapidly healed, and the indurated lobules returned to 
their normal condition without suppurating, the clay proving a much 
less troublesome treatment than Kiwisch plan of starched bandages, 
and much less painful than the application of collodion, as recommen- 
ded by Latour and Sprengel, being at the same time quite as satisfac- 
tory in its results. This method is especially suitable for country 
practice, as white modelling clay is a very common and cheap sub- 
stance, and patients take to the treatment very kindly, the application 
being always grateful to them. The capacity for heat possessed by 
clay being considerable, it answers the purpose of ice-bags or cold 
compresses, and is greatly preferred to them by patients. The method 
of application is simple enough. The breast is first washed with a 
sponge and a piece of soft gauze applied to it. Another piece of gauze 
is then cut to the proper size, an aperture being made for the nipple, 
and an even layer of well-mixed clay, free from lumps, spread over it. 
This is then applied to the breast over the first piece of gauze, and 
secured by a bandage passing over the shoulder of the opposite side. 
The dressing is renewed night and morning. This kind of treatment 
is also applicable in distressing fullness of the breasts, when for any 
reason the patient cannot suckle the child. The secretion is arrested, 
and the fullnes and tenderness often disappear in the course of twen- 
ty-four hours.

In no other country, in fact, does it enjoy a larger measure of popu- 
larity than in France, and so great is the demand for it that it has 
been found necessary to manufacture it here in large quantities in an 
establishment especially arranged and organized for that purpose. 

As no extraneous influences have been brought to bear in its favor 
it has had to make its own way in the face of opposition and preju- 
dice of the most formidable character, upon the strength alone of its 
virtues as a remedy for insomnia and other corresponding disturban- 
ces of the nervous system, the conclusion is legitimate that it really 
possesses the therapeutical properties claimed for it, that it is a hyp- 


notic par excellence, and without a rival.

Nitrite of Amyl in Epilepsy and Purtussis.—Some years 
since, the late Dr. David W. Yandell, of Louisville, Ky., suggested 
the employment of amy] nitrite as an anti-spasmodic, and incidentally 
remarked its internal administration might prove of value in some 
forms of epilepsy, especially if it could be given in a full dose at the 
first evidence of an aura. So far’as known, however, this suggestion 
has met with little attention, and the drug administered only in cases 
of status epilepticus, though a moment’s consideration of its physiologi- 
cal action could but lead to the conclusion it might be satisfactorily 
employed in simple convulsions. Further affirmative evidence was 
had by the writer through actual administration by inhalation to a 
convulsed (epileptic) canine, but opportunity has not since offered 
for experiment in the human animal. Recently, however, Dr. J, P. 
Parkinson, of London (Eng.), writes the British Medical Journal that, 
being called to a very severe fit in a young man who had been epilep- 
tic from birth, and whose mind had been so impaired that, though 
twenty-one years old, he was unable to read, write, or dress himself, 
he determined to try amy] nitrite. 

“After inhalation of one capsule, the convulsion ceased, and in 
about twenty minutes the patient was himself again, the insensibility 
which follows such fits being almost nullified. 

“Since then the drug has been tried four times, and each time with 
success; if administered at the commencement of the fit, the latter 
was aborted, and the insensibility almost completely prevented. This 
patient is in the habit of having, on an average, a fit daily, and frequently 
a succession of fits—status epilepticus. He has been a patient for, 
years at the Epileptic Hospital, Queen’s Square, and has been taking 
bromides daily, but apparently with no effect.” 

Though the action of amyl nitrite has not been worked out in this 
instance, it is more than probable, like glonoin (trinitrin), it is due 
to its dilating influence upon cerebral arteries contracted during con- 
vulsions. 

The marked anti-spasmodic influence exerted by the drug, led the 
writer some years since to employ in pertussis, and with most happy 
results, as it rarely, if ever, failed to cut short the cough paroxysm if 
administered promptly at the first indication of an onset; a teaspoon- 
ful of the following being employed for a child of six years: 

Amy] nitrite, o.8 grammes, 
Spts. vini recti, 5.8 grammes. 
Glycerini 9.7 grammes. M. 
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This formula has a wide range of applicability, and is of value in 
spasmodic asthma, torticollis, pseudo-membranous laryngitis, etc. In 
fact, the benefits to be derived from internal administration of amyl 
are scarcely appreciated, and the drug has never received the atten- 
tion it deserves. 


The Congress of American Physicians and Surgeons.—Dr. 
C. H. Mastin, of Mobile, who may be said to be the father of this or- 
ganization, set a wholesome example in the ground he took, at a 
recent meeting of the Executive Committee, for declining the nomi- 
nation to the presidency. He is reported as having said that no 
member of the Executive Committee ought ever to be elected to the 
presidency. Thereupon Dr. S. Weir Mitchell, of Philadelphia, was 
chosen president, and Dr. William H. Carmalt, of New Haven, secre- 
tary. The next meeting is to be held in Washington, in September, 
1891.—J0. 


Tannin Treatment of Phthisis.—Dr. E. Houze, of the Hospi- 
tal St. Jean, Brussels, after having tried the tannin treatment on all 
his phthisical patients for the last year and eight months, states as 
the result of his observations that it gives excellent results in all sta- 
ges of the disease, and especially in the condition where cavities ex- 
ist. Indeed, he has no hesitation in declaring that of all the differ- 
ent kinds of treatment for phthisis which he has tried this has given 
by far the most encouraging results. The dose he employs ordinarily 
is fifteen grains, which quantity is taken three times a day. It is, as 
a rule, well borne; where this is not so, it is ordered to be taken with 
meals. After the first few days the expectoration and the sweats di- 
minish, the cough decreases, and in many cases the appetite under- 
goes a marked improvement. The majority of the patients suffered 
from some slight degree of constipation, though in some this feature 
was sufficiently marked to require treatment; while others, again, 
suffered from diarrhoea. _ The character of the expectoration changed 
for the better, the sputa becoming white and frothy instead of green 
and firm. In some cases the diminution of the expectoration was fol- 
lowed by increased dryness of the cough, so that the patients com- 
plained that it fatigued them more; this was easily remedied by pre 
scribing a few spoonfuls of syrup of codeia. The physical signs un- 
derwent a remarkable change for the better, at least those depending 
on auscultation, moist rales giving place to dry rhonci, and large gurg- 
ling rales decreasing progressively until they gave place to mere blow- 
ing respiration. These changes were evidently due to the drying up 
of the cavities, in consequence of which the hectic present in many of 


the cases vanished, the patients increasing considerably in weight and 
gaining strength in aremarkable manner. ‘The percussion signs were 
not found to undergo so marked a change as those depending on aus- 
culation, but even here some improvement could be detected. No 
bacteriological observations were made.—Zancet. 
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SCIENTIFIC ITEMS. 





Edison says, “Electricity is the coming motive power.” He is 
working at the problem of ‘converting heat directly into electricity 
without the intervention of steam, which is expansive. He believes 
it will be done. The Weems system of transportation promises that 
through electrical machinery the New York papers will be read in 
Pittsburg at the breakfast table on the morning of their publication. 

A company has been organized in Baltimore to put this system in- 
to active operation. 


Experiments again made in London with carbo-dynamite, one of 
the latest explosives, would seem to show that it possesses some im- 
portant advantages over ordinary dynamite, among others that of con- 
siderably greater power and the generation of much less noxious va- 
por when exploded in confined places. It is composed of nitro-glyce- 
rine absorbed by ten parts of a variety of carbon, and is claimed to 
be entirely unaffected by water. 


At Pocasset, Mass., a large business is growing up in the manufac- 
ture of metal ornaments by electric deposit. Moulds of a wax com- 
position are black-leaded and hung in the metallic bath, connected 
with a powerful dynamo, and, after thirty-six hours, come out with 
copper or silver on them twice the thickness of sheet zinc, and only 
needing touches of coloring matter to finish them for the market. 


Mr. W. A. Ashe, of Quebec, reports that the Esquimaux living near 
Hudson Strait have a mean height for the men of 5 feet 3.9 inches, 
and for the women about 5 feet. Their body temperature averaged 
100.2 degrees for winter and 98.4 degrees for summer, that of the ob- 
serving party being 98.1 degrees and 97.7 degrees respectively —£Zx. 


The average monthly temperature of San Francisco for the last fif- 
teen years has been 551% degrees. The highest for any month was 
59 degrees, and the lowest 50 degrees.—/d. 


Combined Phonograph and Photograph.—At a recent meet- 
ing of the French Academy M. Lippmann presented a note by M. G. 
Gueroult, in which it is suggested that by the combined use of a pho- 
nograph and an apparatus for instantaneous photography and repro- 
duction of the pictures obtained, it would be possible to reproduce at 
any future time not only the future speech of a person, but also bring 
before the audience a vivid picture of the person’s gestures and facial 
expression. 

The procedure would be somewhat as follows: A person speaking 
or singing into the phonograph would be photographed by automatic 
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apparatus geared with the barrel of the phonograph. The pictures 
would be instantaneous, and taken at the rate of, say, ten pictures per 
second. ‘They would then be developed and arranged in a special lan- 
tern for reproduction on a screen isochronously with the phonograph, 
when the latter is producing the speech. An audience might thus be 
enabled not only to hear the utterances of, say, a famous actor, but 
also see himself and his actions represented on a screen. About a 
year and a half ago M. A. Bandsept, of Brussels, experimented with 
a similar apparatus.— Scientific American. 


Extent and Population.—The United Sates of America, which 
separated from England in 1776, and elected their first president in 
1789, now consist of 42 States, 6 Territories, and 1 Federal District. 
The total area of the union, including Alaska, is about 3,605,000 
square miles, As for the population, that during the century has 
made a truly fabulous progress. 

While Great Britain’s population has, in fifty years, increased by 
to millions, France’s by 5 mllions, Germany’s by 16 millions, the 
population of the United States has increased 37 millions. It has 
been calculated that, since 1790, the population of North Amer- 
ica has been doubling about every 26 years. At present the popula- 
tion of the American Union must certainly exceed 62 million inhabi- 
tants. Now, in 1790 the population did not reach 4 millions. In one 
century, then, the population has varied in the proportion of 1 to 15.5. 

If this ascending advance continues, and there is every evidence 
that it will, the United States in 50 years will count more than 200 
million inhabitants, and in 70 years will be as populous as Europe. 


Cooking by Electricity.—The Hotel Bernina, at Samaden, has 
for some time been lighted with electricity, power being supplied by 
a waterfall. As during the day the power is not required for lighting, 
and is therefore running to waste, the proprietor of the hotel has hit 
upon the idea of utilizing the current for cooking when it is not re- 
quired for lighting, and an experimental cooking apparatus has been 
constructed. This contains German silver resistance coils, which are 
brought to a red heat by the current, and it has been found possible 
to perform all the ordinary cooking joperations in a range fitted with 
a series of such coils.—/d. 


85 Miles in 82 Minutes.—The New York delegation of the An- 
cient Order of Foresters lately arrived at Minneapolis to attend the 
National Convention there. ‘They traveled in a special train, and on 
one part of the journey made the remarkable speed of 85 miles in 82 
minutes or at the rate of over 62 miles per hour.—/d. 


Improvement on the Phonograph.—In the present phono- 
graph, a stylus for impressing the wax is attached to the center of the 
vibrating diaphragm. ‘The new improvement of G, Bettini is to extend 
little rods from the stylus to several parts of the diaphragm. In this 
way greater exactness of tone and speech is obtained, so the inventor 
claims, and much superior results.—/d.

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IMPROVED METHOD oF AMPUTATION OF THE PENIS.—The Hospital Gazette 
gives the following: 

The most unpleasant symptom following amputation of the penis is the fun- 
nel-like retraction of the urethra, v. hich causes the patient endless discomfort. 
Dr. Assaky overcomes this by dissecting the pars spongiosa of the urethra 
from the penis, for about an inch beyond the superficial incision. Then the 
corpora cavernosa of the penis are cut through from below, leaving about an 
inch of the urethra protruding beyond. The tunica albuginea and the skin 
are then brought over the stump of the pars cavernosa and stitched around 
the protruding urethra. This will retract to some extent, leading a very nat- 
ural looking meatus. 


Syrup oF Tar.—The prevalence of influenza throughout an extensive re- 
gion makes anything in tlie line of cough mixtures desirable, and we give the 
following method of preparing syrup of tar, from NV. #. Med. Montiiy.—Mr. 
F. W. Haussmann says, in the Pharmaceutical Hra, June, 1889, that the fol- 
lowing method of making syrup of tar is the least troublesome of all, requires 
less time, and is the most cleanly: 


Oil of tar, dark f 3 ss. 
Magnesia, carbonated, 5 8s. 
Sugar, granulated, 14 OZS. 
Hot water, a sufficient quantity. 


Rub the oil with the magnesia and two ounces of the sugar, and add gradu- 
ally eight ounces of the water. Allow the mixture to stand twelve hours and 
filter. In the filtrate dissolve the rest of the sugar without heat. 

This method furnishes a permanent, dark-brown preparation of strong tarry 


taste. 


THE QUESTION OF CONTAGION IN CANCER.—The editor of N. Y. Med. Record 
says: Notwithstanding the unsatisfactory nature of the evidence which has 
been brought foward in support of the contagiousness of cancer there are not a 
few who hold to this view. Several have claimed to have discovered a patho- 
genic micro-organism of the disease but none of these discoverers has had the 
satisfaction of finding his results confirmed by other investigators. Inocula- 
tion experiments upon animals with cancer-juice and with cultures of the mi- 
cro-organisms have also failed to give results which can in any sense be regar- 
ded us conclusive. Inoculation upon the human subject has been tried in two 
instances at least, and has appareutly succeeded. The first case was that of 
Alibert who derided the theory of coniagion, and to show his belief in its fal- 
sity he inoculated himself with cancer-juice, and subsequently died of carci- 
noma. The second case was one reported by Hahn, who inoculated the heal- 
thy breast with cancerous. material taken from a tumor of the other breast. 
At the womon’s death a cancerous growth was found at the site of ‘inocula- 


tion. ?
